On retui ning to Englnud in I 920 wìth her husl>ancì 7 slm de- 
vuted the whoíc of Jmt' spare time to the study ot ferns, On tîie 
retirement lasfc year oi' Mr. 0 iL Wriglit of Ke\v, wlio had speeialistíd 
in ferns, Mrs. MalcoJm fímítli yoìuntarily took up the work of ideiitify- 
ing the ferns in that Lnstjtution.
